‘THE VALUE OF STOCK FOOD 


For a number of vears there I 
been on the market what are terme 
“stock foods” by those who manul? 
tur2 these products. These prepalt 
tions are compounded from ‘a nue 
of well known laxative medicines” 
well as condiments, with ficx se 
meal as the principal ingredient # 
basic substance. It has been pret’ 
definitely proved that as “foods” © 
are too expensive but when they 
used as directed by the manufat 
ers, as condiments or stimulants, © 
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are obtaining excellent. results from 
their use in this capacity. It should 
pe fully understood that they are not 
foods in the ordinary meaning of that 
term, but that they serve a purpose 
very similar to pepper and other con- 
diments used by .people to make food 
more appetizing and.palatable. They 
serve a. good purpose, for feeders in 
the corn belt who feed an exclusive 
corn diet to their steers; in that a 
small amount fed daily keeps the 
powels in good condition and‘ also 
causes cattle to eat and digest more 
corn. The more food an animal can 
be made to eat and digest in a given 
length of time, the more economical 
the gains made, a fact well known to 
cattle feeders. Some claim that there 
ig ser.*us objection to stimulating the 
appetite of an animal above the nor- 
mal, and thereby causing an increased 
consumption of food, for the reason 
that this would have a tendency to 
dverwork the system. This objection 
may hold in the case of dairy cows 
that are intended to do service for ten 
or more years but will hardly obtain 
in the case of cattle fed for the mar 
ket which usually go to the shambles 
in the course of from three to eight 
months after heavy feeding is begun. 
Stock foods cannot be fed to advant- 
age under all conditions ‘but there is 
no question that there are circum- 
stances under which they may profit- 
ably be used. The best eriterion for 
determining the value of stock foods 
is a trial under home conditions. Used 
intelligently, the best stock foods will 
no doubt bring good returns under in- 
tensive cattle feeding conditions.

FARMERS’ INSTITUTES. 

There are three educational institu- 
tions through which the farmer can 
obtain information directly bearing 
upon his work. These are the Agri- 
culture! College and Experiment Sta- 
tion, the Agricultural Press and the 


Farmers’ Institute. All are invaluable |. 


and each fills a‘place the other can- 
hot fill.” Each institution is growing 
in importance and popuuarity with 


the farmers year~- by year as they 
learn more and more about them. -Not 
a great many years ago an agricul- 
tural college was unheard of, few agri- 
cultvral’ papers were published, and 
institutes such as we have today were 


never eyen dreamed of by the most 
progressive farmers. - Along with the 
Steady growth of these three institu- 
tions has come such broadening of 
views, such intellectual advancement 
among the farmers. that it is difficult 
fo estimate the va+ie of the progress 
made. 

Farmers’ institutes are row being 
conducted in all the states of the union 
excent South Dakota, Montana and 
Arkansas. The-plan upon which they 
are built differs in nearly every state. 
In some states, the institutes are 
under the control of a central board or 
an institute supervisor: in other 
states, the county institute is the unit, 
While in still other states both a cen- 
ral organization and partially inde- 
pendent local organizations are main- 
lained. The movement, however, ir 
all its phases, is gradually growing in 
importance and strength. That these 
institutes have come to stav is evi- 
fenced by the fact that in states 
Where they have been conducted for 
the longest period of time, they are 
receiving the largest financial sup- 
Port. The state of New York, for ex- 





ample in 1903 appropriated $20,000 for 
its institutes; Pennsylvania, $17,500; 
[llinois, $18,500; Ohio, $16,980; Wis- 
consin, $12,000; Indiana, $10,000; Min- 
nesota, $16,500, and Michigan, $7,500. 
Many other states provide some appro- 
priation. 

The state of Iowa appropriates $50 
for each county which is available for 
institute work under certain condi- 
tiens. We ‘believe this sum should 
be increased. Farmers’ Institutes are 
valuable and should receive all the 
financia] encouragement possible. The 
most important encouragement, how- 
ever, and the one which .is of the 
greatest value, should come from 
farmers themselves; they should lend 
their presence and enthusiasm to the 
meetings and take part in the dis- 
cussions. . 

Now is the time for institute man- 
agers to look about and secure speak- 
ers for these meetings. In states like 
Minnesota, where an appointed corps 
of institute workers travel about, no 
speakers from a distance need be se- 
cured, but local talent should be en- 
couraged to give addresses and as 
many as possible of those in attend- 
ance should be urged to take part. A 
question box is an excellent thing: 
many farmers who would -not ask 
questions orally are, willing to put 
their questions of slips’ of paper. 
These questions should then be an¢ 
swered at a regular.time, set aside for 
that purpose by those who are best 
fitted to give infofmation on the par- 
ticular question asked. Officers of 
Experiment Stations in the respective 
states should be.dnvited to take part 
at institutes. These men are special- 
ists in certain lines and are well fitted 
to give the latest information in their 
special field of work. Institute man- 
agers should write to these men early 
in the season as naturally many. re- 
quests. .come to these institutions and 
those who ask first obtain their ser- 
vices. 

Editors of the best agricultural pa- 
pers aré also in demand for this work 
and. here, too, requests should be 
made early. 

Let. every reader. of Successful 
Farming: attend the institute in his 
locality; show by your presence that 
you are progressive and anxious to 
learn new things; obtain other peo- 
ple’s ideas and profit by the experi 
ence of your neighbors. All commer- 
cial, educational and other interests 
have similar meetings and they are 
attended. Everybody comes to them 
hungry for information. Let us not 
think that we know it all but let us 
always keep at least one ear open for 
improvement and advancement. °

BREED TO TYPE. 

The demand of the market nowa- 
days calls for cattle of a certain 
type and the farmer who breeds with- 
out any definite idea in mind as to 
what is wanted is in the rear of the 
procession, 

Not many years ago when land was 
cheap in the west and cattle were 
driven a congiierable distance in 
order to reachghipping points, the 
matter of early maturity was of sec- 
ondary consideration. It was then 
desirable to -have cattle. of large 
frame and strong heavy bones. The 
age limit ran from three to as high 
as four years in’ some~ cases, The 
times have changed since then; in 
fact the past decade has seen a re- 





markable turn of affairs and: all for 


the better. Quality and not quantity 
is sought for. What. is looked for 
now in the feed lots and on the mar- 
ket is animals that are goud feeders, 
hardy and — vigorous,.» close jointed 
with. thick flesh properly distributed 
on the carcass, coupled. with early 
maturity. To meet this demand, the 
sire and dam must conform to a 
type that will NEDince just such an 
off-spring as the “trade calls for. To 
produce such types requires straight 
thinking and to this end, our best 
breeders are aiming. The amateur 
breeder is entering upon a field of 
action where there is plenty of com- 
petition. Men are studying types as 
never before in the history of animat 
industry. If he would’ succeed, he 
must get into line and preduce the 
kind of product in demand. This can 
be done only by breeding to type. Let 
him remember that the buyer is look- 
ing for cattle of moderate size and 
good finish.

EFFECT OF CORN ON BREEDING 
STOCK. 

A subscriber from .West Depere 
Wisconsin recently read in our veter 
inary columns that corn sometimes 
keeps cows from coming in ‘heat. He 
wants to knew’ whether ourveterinar- 
jan had: refetence tothe grain, the 


‘fodder 6g to green cbf: Corn’ in it- 


self contains no substance or sub- 
stances that injure the breeJing pow- 
ers of stock, but- ag is well known, 
the grain is very carbonaceous, that is 
it contains an exeess of starch afid oil. 
fat-forming nutrients,” as compared 
with protein, or flesh forming nutri- 
ents. The result is that it is a very 
fattening food and if fed to such an 
extent as to make a breeding animal 
fat, it keeps her from coming in heat. 
This is not due to the corn except in 
so far as it may have produced exces- 
sive formation of fet. Fodder or 
green corn would never effect an ani- 
malin that manner for the reason thet 
enough of these could not be cons"m- 
ed to fatten an animal; both are bulky 
foods. In the corn belt where corn 
is the main crop and where this grain 
is sometimes very cheap, the temp- 
tation is strong to feed corn to excess 
Especially is this true with farmers 
who love to see fat and sleek animals 
For the reason that corn (the grain) 
tends to produce fat rather than milk, 
it should not be fed in excess to dairy 
cows, but may form part of the ration 
when bran and gluten meal or foods 
of that character are mixed with it. 
When clover or alfalfa hay is fed as 
roughage, some corn may often be fed 
to advantage, as both of these hays 
are rich in flesh-forming constituents, 
which balances up the tendency’ of 
the corn to produce fat.

“Exclusive meal feeding,” says 
Prof. G. BE. Day of the Ontaria’ Agri- 
cultural college, in referring to the 
causes of the producton of soft bacon, 
“is perhaps one of the most common 
causes. of softness, especially when 
hegs are confined in pens from birth 
to the time of marketing. Some kinds 
of meal are more dangerous than 
others, but wherever exclusive meal 
feeding is practiced and exercise is 
limited,; more or less’ softness is 
most sure to result.”

HOW. TO OBTAIN. SEED CORN. 
(Written for Successful Farming.) 
By J. W. Wojta, Clear Lake. Lowa. 
Picking Seed Cofn. 

It is not usually well to pick and 
Select seed corn for next year’s seed- 
ing too early in the:fall. Experiments 
i corn as well'as in other plants have 
Proved that corn: allowed to mature 
fully on the stalk gives the best re- 
sults in all respects.

A good way to gather your seed | 
corn is to arrange to have a small 
grocery box, holding from one to two | 
bushels of ear corn, fit in at one end | 
of your wagon box. In husking the! 
corn and by following the rows in. the 
field wherever you find a good ear, 
drop it into the small box. You,  per- 
haps, will’ not find many ears suited 
to your taste in a half day or a day’s 
picking, be it a bushel or a half bushel, 
pick these over again in the evening.

SHEDS FOR SHELTERING CATTLE 
(Written for Successful Farming.) 
By J. W. Wojta, Clear Lake, Iowa. 
How to Build Them. 

Sheds for cattle, particularly in the 
south and central west are built to 
shelter them from the cold _ winds, 
storms and especially from the early 
spring rains and wet snow-fall. In 
this latitude where our coldest winds 
and most severe storms come from the 
northwest, it is usually well to build 
sheds in the shape of the letter “L,” 
that is to have one wing with its 
closed sides facing the north and the 
other the west. The open sides fac~ 
ing the south and east. 

Such sheds should be built seven or 
eight feet high, from the surface ot 
the ground to the eaves and from 16 
to 20 feet in width. The post for sup- 
porting the frame work should be dug 
down into the ground about three and 
one-half feet. These posts are to be 
placed 10 feet apart. The roof should 
have a good pitch so that it sheds 
water readily and prevents the settling 
of too much snow upon it. 

Sheds in proportion to the amount 
of room they furnish take less lumber 
than any other building of like size 
and capacity. The lumber you put 
into this shed does not necessarily 
have to be of the highest grade, or

Sugar beet molasses is being fed 
with success in many sections of the 
country to cattle that are being finish- 
ed for market. 

Alfalfa meal is one of the best hog 
foods we know of; in fact, the same is 
being fed quite extensively to all live 
stock including poultry. 


All stock should be salted regularly. 
If. this is attended to, it will keep their 
digestion in good order and oftentimes 
prevent many diseases. 

Blood meal is an excellent food for 
calves which are affected with scours. 
The Kansas Experiment Station has 
found the value of this treatment for 
animals thus afflicted. Try it. 


Keep on friendly terms with your 
live stock. It helps to save feed bills, 
will bring more improvement, and last, 
but not least, more pleasure. 


There is nothing more important 
than to keep feeding hogs on full feed. 
This, however, must not be overdone, 
for it is possible to injure the digestion 
of the hog. © 


The best breed of sheep for any man 
to keep is that which is the most prof- 
itable to him, and the particular breed 
depends entirely upon the _ situation 
and surroundings of the owner. It 
makes no difference whether lambs are 
raised for mutton or wool, they should 
be kept growing steadily. There is no 
class of animals that requires more 
attention than does sheep, and no 
animal deteriorates more rapidiy from 
neglect or shows a more marked im- 
provement from good care than does 


a more permanent building. These 
sheds need no floor and generally one 
side and two.ends need to be en- 
closed. Great care must be exercised 
in not getting the sheds too cold or 
too warm, but construct them so that 
pure air can circulate in them freely. 
Your stock needs fresh air. 

Perhaps one of the most useful and 
common methods in building sheds for 
sheltering cattle is to erect a_ tight 
board fence about 7 or 8 feet high, 
which forms the north side of the shed. 
Then place posts 10 feet long from the 
ground and 12 to 14 feet from the 
south side of the fence. To the tops 
of these posts may be nailed cross 
pieces for the ridge pole, which is to 
support the roof. The space at the 
upper portion from the roof may be 
enclosed by nailing boards to these 
posts—from the ridge pole downward 
to a suitable height to admit stock to 
come in and yet shut out as much cold 
as possible. By dividing such sheds 
into compartments, you can use them 
for cows calving and for farrowing 
pens in the spring. 

Sheds Save Manure. 


Sheds are ideal places in which to 
keep mannure. They not only protect 
the manure from weather but should 
they contain enough straw or litter, 
then this will make a good bed upon 
which stock may tramp. The tenden- 
cy to heat in such manure is consider- 
ably reduced. Exposing the manure 
during the summer months to heat 
and rains, it usually loses more than 
half of its available plant food. Heat 
has a tendency to promote fermenta- 
tion and consequent decomposition in 
the manure. The gas liberated, such 
as ammonia, a very important plant 
food, passes off into the air in volatile 
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of the weather was cooler. Rains 
have a tendency to leach out all the 
available soluble plant food which 
usually is drained into a nearby flow- 
ing creek, or some _ stagnant pool, 
where it becomes a total loss, 

Frequently, the farmer is busy in 
the spring and summer and cannot 
haul. out the manure regularly from 
the yard. But where the manure is 
sheltered by sheds, it becomes more 
completely rotted, and when taken into 
the field in the fall, it can be 
sooner incorporated with the _ soil. 
Manure when made and kept under 
cover permits of little loss of plant 
food by leaching. Extremes of moist- 
ure and temperature should be avoid- 
ed. Uniform and moderate fermenta- 
tion should be the object sought. By 
this method of handling the maximum 
amounts of constituents contained in 
the original product are returned to 
the land.

IMPROVED CATTLE FOR THE 
FEED L 


It is quite apparent to any one who 
comes in touch with the large cattle 
markets that improved blood tells in 
feeding cattle. Farmers and ranch- 
men who are raising feeding cattle 
for the market can no longer afford 
to use scrub or grade bulls for their 
herds. It does not pay. Scrub cattle 
always sell at ub prices. a8 com- 
pared with valyga of well bred cattle. 
Of course; well bred cattle often have 
to sell for less money than they are 
worth, but whenever they do, scrubs 
sell for still lower values. It is al- 
most an invariable rule that cattle of 
no particular breeding suffer greater 
decline in values in times of depression 
than do cattle showing good breeding. 
Not only do scrubs sell for less money 
per cwt. but they do not make as good 
use of their food as do improved cat- 
tle; nor do they put the gains on the 
right parts of their bodies. Cattle 
buyers are willing to pay a good deal 
more per head for cattle that have 50 
per cent or more improved blood in 
their veins than for scrubs or such as 
show less than 50 per cent improved 
blood. 

Ranchmen are beginning to realize 
this fact and accordingly western and 
southern cattle that reach the markets 
nowadays are vastly superior to what 
they were a few years ago. We know 
of quite a number of ranchmen who 
even go so far as to pay fancy prices 
for their sires. We have known some 
who occasionally pay as high as $2,000 
for an exceptionally good bull. Fancy 
prices, of course, are entirely out of 
the question for the small farmer, nor 
is it necessary to go to such extremes, 
It will, however, pay every cattle rais~- 
er to use pure bred bulls and he can 
afford to pay anywhere from $100 to 
$200 for such animals. It is not neces- 
sary as a rule to pay above $100, be- 
cause a bull calf may be purchased 
and the farmer can raise him on his 
own farm. In addition to a bull calf, 
a pure bred heifer calf should also be 
purchased. This calf may then be 
bred to a neighbor’s bull and as soon 
as a male offspring is obtained, there 
is an opportunity of raising another 
bull to take the place of the old one 
that will have to be disposed of after 
two or three years of service. The 
calves of the pure bred ccw, if it is 
desired to do so, can always be dis- 
posed of at good prices and in the 
course of a few years, the money in- 
vested in two pure bred animals will 
all be made up, saying nothing about 
the general improvement of the whole 
herd. When saying what we have 
Said, we are aware of the fact that 
we are not telling anything new to our 
readers. We are simply trying’ to get 
them to think over those propositions 
for themselves. Not long ago we were 
talking with a farmer who has known 
these. same facts for the last twenty- 


-five years and yet he never acted upon 


that knowledge until three years ago. 
For twenty-two years he continued to 
raise scrub cattle. when ‘finally one 









day he decided to go to a cattle sale. 
Here he purchased a bull and heifer 
calf for $80 each. When he got back 
home he began to think that he never 
could get his money back again, but 
if you were to see him today he would 
tell you just as he told us, “I never 
made a better investment in my life 
than when I purchased this bull and 
that heifer.” You could not hire him 
to breed his cattle to a grade bull any 
more, He h made one mistake, 
however. He di t take the trouble to 
breed his heifer to another bull at once 
as he should have done, and the result 
is that after using is old bull for 
three years he will 1 tve to sell him 
and buy another to tu‘e his place as 
he has no bull calves | ut that are re- 
lated to the old bull, and hence cannot 
be used in the herd on account of too 
close relationship. 


Now, don’t wait for twenty-two 
years before deciding to purchase im- 
proved stock. Don’t breed your cattle 
to grade bulls. It is not the thing to 
do. Do just as we have suggested, as 
many farmers have done before. Geta 
registered bull and heifer that are not 
related and go at the business of rais- 
ing cattle in a business like manner. 
That it will pay you is a foregone con- 
clusion. Get the breed you take a 
fancy to. If you wish to raise beef 
cattle choose from the beef breeds. If 
you wish to make dairying your prin- 
cipal business choose from the dairy 
breeds. It does not matter so much 
which breed you select, but bear in 
mind the main characteristics of each 
and choose the one which you think, 
under your conditions, will serve your 
purpose best. Don’t defer indefinitely, 
but act. You will never regret the 
step.

WHEN WE CHURN, 


Do not fill the churn too /full of 
cream. There is danger of gettivig the 
churn so full of cream that the latter 
will not be agitated properly, neither 
should the churn be turned too rapidly. 
If rapid churning is_ practiced, the 
cream is kept too close to the. sides 
of the churn and the agitation is re- 
tarded. There is another, cause. of 
trouble at churning time, namely the 
improper ripening of cream. Cream 
to be ripe should be granular thick, 
and of a clear scour taste. The expert- 
enced butter maker can usually detect 
properly ripened cream merely by 
smelling it.

SHEDS SAVE ANIMAL HEAT. 

Cattle as well as other domestic an- 
imals require to maintain internal 
temperature to vary but Httle from 100 
degrees F. The cooling of the body is 
to a large degree accomplished by the 
evaporation of moisture from the skin. 
Each pound of moisture evaporated 
from the body of the animal with- 
draws from it about 966.6 neat units. 
(By heat units we mean the amount of 
heat energy it takes to raise one pound 
of pure water from 32 to 33 degrees F.) 
The theoretical fuel value of one 
pound of beef fat is 16.331 heat units. 
A pound of beef fat, when reduced to 
heat will evapurate about 17 pounds 
of water. If a steer evaporates from 
his body four pounds of rain, he must 
expend the equivalent heat of more 
than 1-3 pound of beef. 

The fuel value of a pound of milk is 
1,148 heat units, which is equivalent 
to the amount of heat evaporating 
1.18 pounds of water. Should a dairy 
cow be left out in the cold rain and 
shoulfi she evaporate four pounds of 
water from her body, she is then ex- 
pending the equivalent heat of 3% 
pounds of milk. Again, when cattle 
are out in the falling sleet and wet 
snow, an extra amount of heat is 
withdrawn from them because it re- 
quires an extra amount of heat to 
bring the element from solid to liquid 
form. The evaporation of a pound of 
snow from the cow’s back is equivalent 
to the’ amount of heat necessary to 
produce a pound of milk, By all means 
provide your cattle with suitable shel- 
ter and have it ready before the in- 
clement weather sets in.

Too little attention is paid fo the 
drying off of cows in the dairy/ Feed 
has much to do with the cow: going 
dry. If the cow_is not much of a milk- 
er there will be'no trouble experienced 
in drying her off; but, on -the other 
hand, a cow that gives a good, profit- 
able yield of milk, and only ° those 
should be in the dairy herd, it is often 
difficult to dry .her off, and.the work 
should ‘be done along methodical lines. 
We would. advise milking the cows 
once a day only. for the last weék or 
fortnight before drying them off en- 
tirely. Then when the once a day 
milking practice. is over, the , udder 
should be milked dry every three days 
for several times. It will aften be 
neted that after the second or third 
milking out of the udder that the milk 
will become thick. This is the normal 
condition of drying and indicates that 
the process is nearly completed. Many 
of the best cows in dairy herds have 
been ruined simply through careless- 
ness on the part of their owners in not 
drying them off properly at the close 
of the milking period.

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recently gathered by G. L. Poole in 
Orange county, Ohio, for MHoard’s 
Dairyman. One hundred dairy farms 
were visited, and from careful in- 
quiries made of each farmer as to the 
kind of feed fed his cows, and the 
yields of milk obtained from same, the 
fact was clearly brought out, as it has 
been many times before in similar un- 
dertakings, that there is a remarkable 
difference in cows. For the benefit of 
our readers we condense the facts 
gathered from these 100 farmers as to 
yearly yield of butter and milk per 
cow in the number of herds mentioned 
into the following table:

Now, the question is what sort of 
rations did these men feed? From 
Mr. Poole’s report we gather: One 
man whose cows averaged 2,604 pounds 
of milk, feeds for roughage. marsh 
hay three-quarters, stover one-quar- 
ter and two pounds of bran or mid- 
dlings in the spring; he feeds no grain 
when cows are on pasture; average 
cost per year per cow (15 in the herd) 
$21.50. Another man whose cows 
averaged 56,202 pounds of milk per 
year feeds roughage, clover and tim- 
othy hay one-third, marsh hay one- 
third, stover one-third and one pound 
of corn and oat chop in winter, eight 
pounds in spring and one pound all 
summer while on pasture; average 
cost per year per cow (8 in the herd) 
$29.50. The man whose herd aver- 
aged 8,061 pounds of milk, of which 
there was only one among the hun- 
dred, as seen from our table above, 
feeds of roughage, silage three-quar- 
ters and hay three-quarters; of grain 
he feeds bran and glutten meal to the 
extent of about $12 worth each year. 
Average cost of feed per year (20 in 
the herd) $32.50. 

Figuring feed consumed by these 100 
herds at current market prices in Ohio 
at that time, it was found that the 
majority of herds were kept at an an- 
nual cost for feed at from $24 to $27 
per head. Eight herds were kept at 
a loss, that is the cows did not pay for 
their board. The loss ranged from 14 
cents to $8.94 per cow. The man 
whose cows yielded 8,061 pounds of 
milk per year made an average of 
$47.82 net profit from each cow. In 
nearly every instance the cows that 
yielded the most milk are owned by 
farmers who continually keep in mind 
the importance of weeding out poor 
cows and raising calves from the best 
ones to take their places. It requires 
careful breeding to obtain a herd of 
first class cows, good feeding and care 
are also essential, but the point is 
that breeding must be there to begin 
with. Breed your heifers to regis- 
tered dairy sires of strong individual 
merit and sires that come from good 


milk producing dams and families.

A MODEL FARM. 


Our readers will remember having 
read accounts of a 15-acre farm locat- 
ed in southeastern Pennsylvania which 
used to be owned by Mr. J. D. Died- 
rich. On this farm Mr. Diedrich used 
to raise enough feed for 30 head of 
stock, 17 of which were cows in milk 
and the rest calves and young stock 
together with farm horses. Mr. Died- 
rich purchased this farm in 1881 under 
a mortgage of $7,200. The farm was 
totally run down at that time, but 
since then, due to the careful manage- 
ment of Mr. Diedrich, it has been 
brought to an exceedingly high state 
of fertility, in fact, Mr. Diedrich was 
so successful with the work on this 
small farm that the United States 
government considered it the most 
productive farm in the United States, 
and in every respect to the manage- 
ment of the soil and crops a model 
farm. The government purchased 





this farm for $15,000 a short time ago. 
While this may seem like an unusually 
high price, yet Mr. Diedrich was not 
willing to sell for any less claiming 
that he could make interest on that 
investment. A discussion of Mr. 
Diedrich’s plan used on this farm has 
recently been published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton, D. C. In writing for this bulletin 
which may be had free of charge, ask 
for bulletin describing “A Model 
Farm.”

About 
21,000,000 Ibs. were consumed by peo- 
ple and about 3,000,000,000 Ibs. by 
calves.

According to a department publl- 
cation, 20,500 farmers in Denmark owa 
one cow each; 27,700 two cows each; 
26,000 from three to five cows each; 
25,400 from six to nine cows each; 
19,800 from ten to fourteen cows 
each; 29,800 from 15 to 29 cows each; 
while 6,762 own one hundred cows or 
over. This illustrates very forcibly 
that the aairy farms in Denmark are 
small and that comparatively few peo- 
ple own Many cows.

AN AUTUMN REVIEW. 
(Written for Successful Farming.)

Now that the summer is over 
and the work of rearing chickens prac- 
tically done for the average poultry 
raiser, we can enumerate our suc- 
cesses and recount our failures. 

Many writers advise the use of note 
books and no doubt, they will be handy 
teference, but we should have many 
of these notes in even a handier place, 
famely, our heads. Note books re- 
Mind us of school days when we went 
tc institutes and took many notes, and 
upon returning home, generally lost 
the note books. Now, we read so much 
that we skim over and think we will 
tefer to again, only to find the paper 
mislaid, that I say when you have a 


new idea or read a good suggestion, 
commit it to memory at once and it is 
yours. 

It would be interesting if we had 
some of the experiences of those who 
bought the incubator in the spring. 
We read accounts of many who never 
saw a machine, but set up the one 
they bought and gct exceptional 
hatches. There are persons, who, 
without experience can make a suc- 
cess of the business to which the old 
hen devotes her ii*e. To such I say, 
I wish you continued success, but I 
know there are many others who have 
tried and tried again without a shad- 
ow of success. These generally con- 
demn the particular machine upon 
which they expended their energy. I 
remember the first hatch I made after 
I got my machine in running order. 
It was second hand and had been suc- 
cessfully operated by the former own- 
er, but I had no confidence in my 
“luck.” I attended carefully and regu- 
larly to it and one of the family said 
“You certainly will have a good hatch 
for you work so hard.” I replied that 
it was not the quantity of work that 
counted, but the quality; that a man 
could travel all day, but if he traveled 
in a direction opposite to his destina- 
tion he would never reach it. I might 
add that from careful attention, I did 
have a good hatch, and there were 
several successes until I got the idea 











the machine would hatch anyway, and 
I had extra work on hand and did not 
turn or air the eggs enough, and then 
my pride had a fall, for the eggs were 
all-ready to hatch but did not do it. 
Afterwards, I did not regret the fail- 
ure for it helped me to give suitable 
advice to a friend who bought a ma- 
chine, and ran it two or three times 
the first season without getting higher 
than 70 chicks from 200 eggs. She 
wrote to the makers, making some 
sarcastic remarks and pronounced the 
machine “no good.” The second sea- 
son she brought the machine from the 
cellar, put it in the living room, and 
waited until the weather was fairly 
moderate, still she had a poor hatch. 
About this time she telephoned to me 
in utter disgust. I asked her some 
questions as to how she ran the ma- 
chine. She told me _ the drops of 
moisture stood on the inside of the 
glass all the time. I replied, “Oh! No 
wonder you failed! Just try that ma- 
chine again and put no moisture in. 
The weather this spring has been 
damp.” She had argued that the ma- 
chine being In the living room was in 
a dry place. After a few days she 
started again and following my advice, 
got 130 chicks from 200 eggs. Now she 
knows. she killed her chickens with 
moisture the first time and that the 
fault was in her operating instead of 
in the machine. 

In conciusion, I would say to those 





who failed, try again; the fault in all

COLDS IN THE FLOCK.

PLANT LICE. 


Lice may be killed on plants by 
steeping one pound of tobacco stems 
in five gallons of water, steeping until 
the water gets to be the color of strong 
tea. Strain and then apply the liquid 
over and under the lescves by means 
of a small syringe. This application 
will be found as effective as fumiga- 
tion. It should be applied before the 
insects are seen, rather to prevent 
their coming than to destroy them. If 
allowed to get a foothold, it often is a 
hard struggle to dislodge them. Plants 
may be syringed with clear water and 
then sprinkled lightly, all over, with 
the fine tobacco dust purchased from 
any tobacco store, at a very small 
cost. This will effectually prevent any 
injury from lice, also, if made in time.

Necessity compels these to 
live natural lives. They know nothing 
of artificial life as do their wealthy 
neighbors, and living so near to the 
heart of nature, they often show ex- 
cellent taste in the choice of their 
plants.

PORTUGESE METHOD OF GROW- 
ING ONIONS. 
Written for Successful Farming.) 

(By D. H. Stovall, Grant’s Pass, 

Oregon.) 

By following the Portugese method 
& number of farmers in Oregon are 
Producing from 350 to 800, and some 
as high as 900 bushels of onions per 
acre from fields of from three to 
twenty acres. And when it is known 
that there is always a strong market 
for onions, with a price of from 50 
cents to a dollar a bushel, it may 
easily be guessed that these farmers 
are making money. 

The Portugese method is that of 
growing onions without irrigation, 
and from hotbeds. Land that has 
deen planted to potatoes, corn, or gar- 
den plants, or that has been ferti- 

to some extent, is best suited to 
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onions. In the early fall the ground 
shoule be plowed very deep and :aid 
by. «~gh, that the soil may dry out 
thoroughly. The seed should be 
plant<-1 in the hotbeds early in Jan- 
uary, sut it is not necessary to give 
the beds the care that is given small- 
er ones for garden purposes. The 
main object is to protect the young 
plants from frosts and freezing, and 
to give them light and air during the 
warm part of the day. 

By the latter part of March, or the 
first part of May, or, as early as ‘pos- 
sible, harrow down the ground that

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Beet Molasses and Pulp as Stock Food. 

The Utah Experiment Station at Lo- 
gan has recently published Bulletin 
No. 90, which deals with feeding beet 
Sugar molasses and sugar beet pulp 
to sheep and steers. These investiga- 


thons’ indicate that both sugar beet) 
pulp and molasses are very valuable 
foods for feeding purposes. When 


beet pulp was fed to steers in connec- 
tion. with grain and alfalfa the results 
obtaned show that it is valued at 
prices ranging from $1.66 to $2.54 per 
ton. When fed to sheep the results 
indicate that it is worth from $1.08 to 


$3.66 per ton. Farmers living in the 
vicinity of the beet sugar factories, es- 
pecially those who own dairy cows 
will do well to make use of all the beet 
sugar pulp they can obtain as it can 
usually be bought for from 50c to 75c 
per ton. Quite a number of cattle 
feeders throughout the corn belt are 


beginning to use molasses for feeding 


cattie. and so far as we have been able 
to ascertain they all obtained excellent 
results from its use. Molasses acts 


something like ensilage and root crops 
in that it is laxative’ and keeps the 
bowels in good order. Those of our 
readers who are interested should send 
for this bulletin.

A. W., Everett, Wash.—This is on account 
of poor condition of the animal. Feed 
nourishing food; 
Epsom salts; one tablespoon of ground.gin- 
ger dissolved in one quart of warm water 


every .24 hours. Give tablespoonful three 
times daily of the following solution: 
Fknid extract of ergot, four ounces; fluid 
extract of nox vomica, two ounces; fluid 
extract of buchu, two ounces; Fowler's 
solution, two ounces; water enough to 
make a pint; mix. 


A Shoe Boil.—I have a mare with a shoe 
boil the size of a pint cup. It has beep 
there for about. two years. It is sometimes 
soft and at other times it is hard. I have 
tried blistering. Have opened and bathed 
it with carbolic acid but without effect.— 
c. G. C., McLeansboro, Ill.—A shoe boil is 
a pretty hard proposition to cure, avoid the 
cause. For this trouble I would advise a 
preventative which is called a shoe boil 
roller.. Your harness maker can procure one 
for you. Apply each night and inject hypo- 
derinically one-half ounce of fiuid extract 
of ergot twice a week. Inject in different 
places all over the skin. 

Lame Cow.—I have a cow that is lame. 
She had’ been standing on a cement floor 
but recently I removed her to a box stall. 
She is lame and has lost flesh. This 
trouble began about six months ago.—L. T. 
K., Akron, Ohio.—Hard matter to diag- 
nose lameness with so few symptoms. I 
would be. suspicious of rheumatism and 
prescribe the following: One dram of 
iodide of potash twice a week. Then dis- 
continue the above named remedy and ad- 
minister one dram of fluid extract of col- 
chicum twice daily for a week. 

Faulty Circulation—Two year old colt 
that was castrated when a_ yearling. 
Wound healed slowly but left a lump on 
the end of the cord which has grown to the 
size of the oricinal seed. Can ‘it re 
moved safely without injury to the colt?—~ 
N. 8. T., Emporia, Kan.—Give colt one 
dram of ifodide of potash once a day for a 
week and apply tincture of fodine once 
daily for some time. If this fails, you will 
have to have a veterinary surgeon operate. 

Rickets in Pigs.—Seven months old 
shoats that have bunch or hard enlarge- 
ment on their. hind legs between the hock 
and knee joint. In one litter of five, two 
pigs are thus affected.

HEN a western resident sees a 
W stock-train of cattle, or shee 
ing eastward through h 
section, he usually infers that the 
panna travelers are on theirway to 
reat packing houses at Kansas City 
or oe Guise, and while this frequently is 
the case, it is as often a fact, instead, 
that they are enroute to some of the 
Atlantic seaports, to be shipped 
thence to Western Europe. 


As we were approaching the Bay 
State capital from the west, we noted 
the Watertown stock yards, some 
seven miles from Boston, and at once 
decided to visit them; so, leaving the 
train at the little station, we proceed- 
ed to the yard office where we readily 
obtained leave to inspect the premises, 
in company with the veterinary sur- 
geon employed there. 

These yards, which cover about 100 
acres of ground, are the property of 
the Boston & Maine R. R. Co., and 
are leased by Swift & Co., of Chicago. 





Bull Gets 


Written for Successful Farming 
By W. I. Gray, Worchester, Mass. 


Long trains loaded with cattle and 
sheep are daily arriving from the far 
west, and as soon as one comes in, it 
is backed in beside the platform 
which extends along the entire yard 
front, and one of tue large gates is 
opened,—then rar after car is emptiea 
of its load of tired, thirsty brutes, un- 
til the whole cargo is driven through 
one of the outer pens, across the main 
avenue, and into the spacious receiv- 
ing pens, where they are immediately 
watered, and then left to rest for, at 
least, twenty-four hours, during which 
time they are also fed. 

On the day following their arrival, 
they are divided into carload lots of 
from seventeen to twenty head of cat- 
tle and about fifty sheep, and driven 
back across the main avenue into the 
discharging pens, where they are fed 
with grain and baled hay, and careful- 
ly inspected by an expert veterinary 
surgeon who is duly commissioned by 
the state, and employed by the ship- 
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of the yard gang are at an end, and 
now come the “cattlemen” to do the 


rest. These men are divided into two 
classes,—the “paid men” and the 
“stiffs.” The former are regularly 


hired live stock conductors, and re 
ceive a fixed sum per trip for caring 
for the stock during the trans-Atlan- 
tic voyage, the average figure being 
about $36.00. The “stiffs” are men 
picked up at random, wherever they 
can be found, and usually receive 
about $3.75 per trip. The former class 
are a rough, reckless, jolly lot, fully 
experienced in the care of cattle and 
sheep at sea, but usually ignorant of 
such work on shore. 

Each of these men cares for a “side” 
of cattle, (about eighty head) assisted 
by three “stiffs.” His duties consist 
in loading the stock into the cars at 
the yards, adjusting the neck ropes 
after the cattle are loaded, and tying 
them in short halter fashion to the 
open slat work. The stated number 
of cattle are driven into a car, and the 
side door closed; then three or four 
“paid men” enter the car through the 
end door, which is quickly closed af- 
ter them. One man leaps upon the 
backs of the nearest animals to rope 














A CATTLE STEAMER 
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All of the cattle and sheep which are 
shipped from Boston to the Briush 
Isles, unloaded from the incoming 
stock trains from the west, and yard- 
ed for rest, feed and thorough inspec- 
tion, before being put on board the 
large cattle ships lying at the Charles- 
town piers. 

The yards are divided into receiv- 
ing and discharging sections, with a 
broad avenue between them, and run- 
ning parallel with the car tracks. Both 
of these sections are sub-divided into 
herd pens on one side of each pen 
there being a closed shed, or barn, 
with side and end entrance doors, and 
lofty monitor roofs. These sheds 
have a gangway through their centers, 
from end to end, wide enough for the 
carrying of hay bales and grain sacks, 
so that the housed stock may be eas- 
ily fed. 

Near the center of the yards, a small 
pumping station is located, an] a plen- 
tiful supply of clean,. fresh water is at 
all times available. The ground is 
high and well drained: the pens and 
avenues are kept in clean and orderly 
condition, and the premises present a 
wholesome and even attractive ap- 





pearance. 


pers. The doctor thoroughly examines 
each head of the stock before they are 
booked for trans-shipment, culling out 
and condemning any which betray the 
slightest evidence of ill health, or in- 
jury. 

Having passed the inspection, the 
cattle are tuen ready for “tagging.” 
This process consists in piercing the 
right ear with a hand punch, and in- 
serting a short piece of galvanized wire 
to which ts soldered a small, round. 
metal tag, very like a freight car door 
seal, bearing the mark of the shipper. 
This task, although seemingly simple, 
is by no means easy, and must be per- 
formed by skilled yardmen. With 
the domestic cattle, or “homers,” the 
job is not so difficult, as the tame cat- 
tle do not seem to mind it, but with 
the wild, plain bred ones, or “collies” 
as they are called, it is an entirely 
different case. Their long, fatiguing 
journey has not tended to tame them, 
and they are strongly disposed to 
show fight, or flight—or po.n. Man 
igs master, however, and the work is 
sveedily and skillfully accomplished; 
then Bossy is ready for the voyage 
across the Atlantic. 





Having finished “tagging,” the duties 


them, while the others sieze the hind- 
most ones by their tails, and maintain 
a vigorous twist, thus forcing them 
ahead, and keeping the whole carload 
pacaed toward one end of the car. 
Crawling from back to back, the first 
man knots the halters over the heads 
of the cattle, and passes the rope’s 
end out, through the slats to other 
men, who fasten them securely. Thus, 
car after car is loaded, until a wharf 
train is made up, and ready to be haul- 
e] to the Charlestown piers. The load- 
ing of a stock train of cattle for one 
ship’s cargo occupies six or seven 
hours, and in addition to their trip 
wages, the “paid men” receive $1.00 
and their dinner and supper for their 
labor. . 
During the night, the train load of 
cattle is hauled into the railroad yard 
at Boston, convenient to the piers 
and the “paid men” take turns. on 
standing watch over the restless ani- 
mals. In the morning, the cars are 
suifted across the river, and rolled 
down to the piers, where one car at a 
time is opened, the halters untied, and 
the excited cattle are driven out upon 
the covered wharf, and on board the 
great ocean steamships. which wait 
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there to receive them. These cattle- 
poats are gigantic, sea-going, steam 
vessels, and, in addition to their live- 
ly cargo of perhaps a thousand head of 
beef, and as many more of mutton, 
carry many hundred tons of other mer- 
cuandise, besides a large supply of 
coal in the bunkers. In fact, the live 
stock forms but about one-eighth bulk 
of the entire cargo. All vessels do

and aft. 

Our fellow-stiffs were an interest- 
ing lot. Of course, they were men 
out of desirable employment, and be- 
ing driven by dire need, had resorted 
to this last extreme measure to ob- 
tain bed and board. Generally speak- 
ing, they were ill clad, rough looking

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not carry sheep, but if they are to be 
shipped with the cattle, they are al- 
ways loaded on the upper decks in 
two-storied crates of twenty sheep 
each. 

The space assigned for the cattle is 
on the main and upper-between decks 
along the sides, and amidsnip. The 
cattle are placed and haltered in 
stalls wide enough to contain four 
medium sized animals, and their hal- 
ters are knotted to a “head-board” or 
wide plank, running about four feet 
high, and supported upon iron stanch- 
fons, setting in ten fee. from une ship's 
side. The cattle are ranged side by 
side, with tails toward the side of the 
vessel, and heads toward the keel line, 
while a midship section of stalls con- 
tains others, ranged tail to tail, and 
facing those upon the sides, with a 
Clear gang-way space of about eight 
feet between the side and midship 
stalls, post and starboard. Thus, 
these decks of the monster steamer 
are converted into a veritable cow- 
barn, where the animals are well 
sheltered, an] bedded, and have plenty 
of- light and pure air. 

Between three and four hours are 
Occupied in loading a thousan¢ head 
of cattle, and as the rest of the cargo 
ls already on board, the ship is ready 
to put out to sea. 

As we were desirous of “seeing the 
thing through,” we decided to ship for 
& trip “pushing balls,” and so, applied 
to a shipping-agent for a chance. It 
Was easily obtained, and, as we had 
no knowledge of the duties of a “paid 
man,” we were signed as a “stiff. 
The “Ottoman” was a steamship of 
thout 5.000 tons register. hailing from 
Liverpool. and in addition to 4,500 of 
general cargo, and a complement of 
1400 tons of coal for use, was to carry 


tramps, although there were a few

us if we did, so we followed his ad- 
vice. We were all mustered aboard 
at one o'clock p. m. just too late for 
dinner; the lines were cast off, the 
monster ship swung out into the 
stream, and steamed off down Boston 
Harbor, and we were fairly on our 
way to the British Isles, carrying 
American meat to the Englishmen. 

The work of caring for the live 
stock on a trans-oceanic voyage is sim 
ple, but laborious, and, requires con 
stant attention. At 4 p. m. the cattle 
and sheep are given a plentiful sup 
ply of condensed water, which they 
drink willingly, excepting oxen, these 
drink only fresh water from the galley 
tanks. 

At 5:30 p. m. a scant feed of corn 
(shelled) is given, followed by plenty 
of baled clover. 

Although very hungry, netuns, sheep 
nor cattle will take readily to this 
first feeding. The former, huddled to- 
gether in their crates are frightened 
and unapproachable, and indeed ap 
pear timid during the entire voyage 
The cattle remain on foot during the 
first twenty-four hours of their con 
finement, nervous and restless, eat 
ing but little. 

At 6 a. m. the watering is repeated 
after which the cattlemen go to break 
fast. 

At 8 a. m. a liberal supply of mixed 
oats and shelled corn with a very 
small allowance of hay, is fed to th 
cattle with meal for the oxen. 

At 10 a. m. a goodly amount of hay 
is fed, all around, the bedding is chang- 
ed for clean hay, or straw, and the re 
fuse matter pitched back, but neve 
thrown overboard, as it finds a ready 
sale in England. 

By this time the cattle have becom: 
accustomed to their new quarters, and

A nahenerein RIVER. 
(Written for Successful Farming.) 
By Anne H. Woodruff. 

Long years ago, when America was 
«x Vast wilderness, inhabited only by 
¢ ivages, and the republic was still un- 
oorn, the beautiful Wisconsin river 
t 9 ved serenely onward from its start- 
ing point in Lake Viaux Desert in the 
iowrth, astern part of the state, to its 
union with the Mississippi, 600 miles 
southwacd, and four miles below Prai- 
rie du Chen, undisturbed by vessel or 
eraft except the birch bark canoe of 
the savage <vho roamed in wild free- 
dom along its rocky banks, 

Mighty forests of pine, hemlock, 
spruce and birch. stretched far and 
wide, and trackless but for the trai] of 
the Indian, who now seems but an in- 
terloper in his old home, taking not 
kindly to the new life which is made 
manifest in cultivated fields, spacious 
homesteads. and tame herds and 
flocks browsing peacefully on the hill- 
sides where once the bear and the deer 
ran wild.

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tiful indeed with its garniture of flow- 
ers and fruits, growing grain, yellow 
harvests and green pasture fields, yet 
his no longer, and one can well imag- 
ine that under the sullen manner of 
the red man of today, there should re- 
main a smouldering fire of resentment 
against the victorious pale-face. 

Here and there a giant pine rears its 
head aloft in solitary grandeur, or in 
pairs and groups, to keep the world 
fram forgetting Wisconsin’s past glory 
of noble tree and her magnificent for- 
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est of pioneer times. Large tracts of 
forest still remain in northern Wiscon- 
sin, but the lumber trade is fast de- 
pleting that region of its wealth of 
trees, and it will not be many years 


before the attraction so strong to na- 











ture lovers, and to sportsmen, will 
have been shorn away. 

The Wisconsin is not strictly a nav- 
igable river, although much money has 
been expended by the government and 
by private enterprise, in the hope of 
making it so. The ever-shifting sand 
clogs up the water course, and even 
the flat bottomed excursion boats car- 
rying visitors to view the picturesque 
beauty of the Dalles, are often stuck 
for hours on the sand bars. It ts nav- 
igable for 200 miles to Portage, where 
it is joined by canal to the Fox, thus 
making a waterway across the state 
to Lake Michigan at Green Bay. 

The Wisconsin river was once the 
scene and vehicle of transportation of 
vast quantities of lumber, which was 
floated down to the Mississippi on its 
bosom. The ruins of the first house 
built on the river—‘“the old Dell house” 
and the home of the lumbermen—is 
standing in a romantic little vale be- 
tween two rocky bluffs near Kilbourn 
City at the Dalles of the Wisconsin. 
It is a pity that such an interesting 
old relic should have been destroyed, 
which was recently done, by vandals. 

When Father Marquette—that inde- 
fatigable explorer—had his curiosity 
aroused by the strange tales of wan- 
dering Indians, who poured into his 
ears wonderful stories of the “Father 
of Waters,”’—the broad Mississippi— 
he determined to visit it; and floated 
in a birch bark canoe down the Wis- 
consin to Prairie du Chien, and onward 
to the mouth of the Arkansas. He be- 
held the scenery in its wildest beauty, 
and must have experienced emotions 
of wonder and awe as he glided by the 
rocky wonders of its cavernlined 
shores. This was in 1673, 230 years 
ago, and what a change has passed 
over the whole continent since then. 

The Dalles of the Wisconsin are well 
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points of interest within a range of 
nine miles along the river—curious 
rock formations along its shores and 
rising in strange forms out of the wa- 
ter; rocky ravines and picturesque 
glens; romantic caves and caverns, 
and beautiful nooks. One may spend 
days and weeks in exploring the beau- 
ties of the region, and find something 
new every day of historic, artistic or 
scientific interest. Nature has made 
an especial effort to be striking in her 
work here, and the beauty of the nat- 
ural scenery of the Dalles cannot be 
surpassed. Cold Water canyon and 
the Witches gulch may not have the 
grandeur and sublimity of the wild 
canyons of Colorado and Arizona, but 
they have a loveliness and charm all 
their own. 

The traveler can take the boat at 
Kilbourn City—where the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Pau] Railroad crosses 





which is the hadquarters of the steam- 
boat company, and the “Pines,” a half 
mile beyond—a much quicter resort, 
and on to Stand Rock, which is truly 
an extraordinary arrangement of na- 
ture in her attempt to sculpture the 
stony sides of this rock-bound river. 
The writer took a trip to the lower 
Dalles on the little steamer, the Elean- 
or, which was interesting chiefly from 
the views of curious rocks rising out 
of the river, in queer shapes, with such 
names as “The Sugar Bowl,” “The Ink- 
stand,“ Lone Rock,” and others, 


A walk through ‘Cold Water Can- 
yon” gives one a new idea of what Na- 
ture can achieve when she sets about 
doing her marvelous works. It is a 
narrow gulch in which the damp, moss 


covered shelving rocks almost meet in~* 


places, where there is just room to 
pass through, and sometimes almost 
touching above at a height of thirty or

the Wisconsin, and have a delightful 
trip through the Upper Dalles to Stand 
Rock while he listens to ‘Uncle Dan,” 
the old collector, and a character in his 
Own way, gabble over the points of in- 


terest, enlivening the details with 
many droll comments. 
He points out Romance Cliff, to 


which is attached a pretty legend tell- 
ing of the escape of a French officer, 
Captain Jean Baptiste de Revere, who 
was in command of a party of fur

POD BBBAMMOOOOOOOOYOY 
traders visiting the camp of Wau-hat- 
tan, a chief of the Winnebago Indians. 
He incurred the displeasure of the 
chief by trying to hold communication 
with a captive white maiden, called 
Lo-wel-lit-ta, making an appointment 
with her to meet him on the cliff; but 
was met by’ the chief instead, who 
bound, gagged and left him there. Lo- 
wel-lit-ta climbed the cliff and releas- 
ed him and they both made their es- 
cape, when he married her and took 
her to his home on the Canadian river. 
Then there is High Rock, opposite Ro- 
Mance cliff, the Twin Sisters, the 
Swallow’s Nest, Chimney Rock, the 
Navy Yard, Chapel Gorge, and other 
striking curiosities in the way of 
rocks, ledges and cliffs. The boat 
Passes through the “Narrows,” an ex- 
tremely narrow passage between the 
tocky shores, passing the Lark’s hotel 





forty feet, or even more. The passage 
widens in places into circular spaces, 
hollowed out by the action of the wa- 
ter in times past. Sometimes when 
the Wisconsin rises, it is impossible 
to go through Cold Water Canyon. 
One of these circles is called “The 
Devil’s Jug,” and is very high and cu- 
rious in appearance. In the narrow 
defile, on both sides, delicate ferns and 
plants and tender grasses are growing 
on the moss covered rocks far out of 
reach; and good-sized trees are also 
growing from ledges and_ crevices, 
their roots firmly clinging to the inter- 
stices from which they sprang. 

“The Witches’ Gulch” is something 
the same, only still more curious and 
wild; with a tiny water-fall springing 
out of the rocky wall in a cavernous 
grotto, the sound of rushing water be- 
ing very romantic in the darkness. 
Defunct trees of enormous size cross 
the pathway, and the whole surround- 
ing scenery is wild and “witch-like.” 
“The Diamond Grotto” at the entrance 
- the guich, is curious and interest- 
ng. 

“The Artists’ Glen,” another very 
beautiful ravine, is not so striking as 
the others, but is pleasing and quietly 
romantic, with a most beautiful net- 
work of delicately cut leaves and 
hanging foliage. Many more such 
places too numerous to mention, are 
well worth the time spent in exploring 
them, and a fortnight is none too long 
to spend on the Dalles—one of the 
most attractive pleasure resorts of the 
Badger state.
